Paris Jail W ill Sho w Yo u n g 
Dang ers o f Criminal Life. 


Boris.—The old “Concfergerie.” the 
medieval 
prison 
on 
the 
Island 
of 
the city In the heart of Baris, will be 
transformed Into a “Museum of Jus 
tiee and Police,” where children of 
the primary and high 
schools may 
come to study the evolution of the 
methods of detecting crime and ad­ 
ministering justice through th» ages. 
The somber walls of the prison, with 
its dark dungeons, still contain ail the 
Instruments of torturf In use during 
feudal times to ex tract confessions 
from men charged with crimes or mis­ 
demeanors. 
Documents showing the 
plots, 
c oun t e r - p l ot s 
and Intrigues of 
the Renaissance, and the uprising and 
violence of the nation during the revo­ 
lution have been preserved In its cel­ 
lars. 
T o Show Ho rro rs of Crime. 
A bill has been introduced in the 
chamber of deputies by M. Betijean, 
requesting the government, in view of 
the great crime wave now sweeping 
France, murders, acts of violence and 
thefts, to gather these historical relics 
into a museum, 
so as to instill into 
the minds of y outh a salubrious fear 
and horror of crime. 
All the political upheavals and re 
ligious wars of tie k:st thousand y ears 
have contributed to the history of and 
left their mark up >11 the old prison. 
Originally it formed a part of the pal­ 
aces of the kings of France. 
It was 
rebuilt by Snirp and became a prison 
under Charles V, who in 1391 placed 
there in irons and chains a certain 
number of citizens of No vers and the 
Nivernais. who had raised the stand­ 
ard of rebellion against h.s rule. 
Scene of 
Great Massacre. 
In the Fifteenth century the count 
of 
Armagnae, 
grand 
constable 
of 
France, six bishops, several members 
of parliament, and a number of wom­ 
en and children, were massacred there 
without mercy by the populace. 
Count Louis de Berquln, a noble­ 
man from Bicard.v, was burned alive 
there by order of Francis I. 
Catherine 
de 
Medici 
bad 
Count 
Montgomery put to death within the 
prison walls. 
Ravaillac, the assassin of Henn 
IV, was tortured and quartered in tie* 
y ard, which now serves as a stable 
for the horses of the Parisian mount 
ed police. 
Damiens, 
who attempted 
to s!a\ 
Louis XV. anti Cartouche, the famou< 
highway man, were’guests of the pris­ 
on under the last of the Bourbons. 
Held Marie An to in ette. 
During the revolution 
more 
thar. 
1,200 prisoners were packed in th< 
building when the mob broke down 
the doors and massacred the majority 
of them. 
It later became known as 
the “waiting room for the guillotine." 
Marie 
Antoinette, 
Madame 
Eliza­ 
beth. the sister of Louis XVI, and 
Robespierre, awaited their trials in 
the Conciergerie. 
The aspect of tlte building is for

t h r e e high towers command 
ing the entire island.

tower is found the “hall of tortures" 
so oft*1« described by writers.

The somber walls of the prison, with 
’ its dark dungeons, still contain all the 
, Instruments of torture In use during 
feudal times to extract confessions 
from men charged with crimes or rnis- 
j demeanors. 
Documents showing the 
; plots, counter-plots and Intrigues of 
the Renaissance, and the uprising and 
violence of the nation during the revo­ 
lution have been preserved In its cel­ 
lars. 
To Show Horrors of Crime. 
A bill lins been introduced in the 
chamber of deputies by M. Petijean, 
requesting the government, in view of 
the great crime wave now sweeping 
France, murders, acts of violence and 
thefts, to gather these historical relics 
Into a museum, so as to instill into 
the minds of youth a salubrious fear 
and horror of crime. 
All the political upheavals and re­ 
ligious wars of the last thousand years 
have contributed to the history of and 
left their mark upon the old prison. 
Originally It formed a part o f the pal­ 
aces of the kings of France. 
It was 
rebuilt by Saint nnd became a prison 
under Charles V, who in 1391 placed 
there in irons and chains a certain 
number of citizens of Nevers and the 
N ive run I s, who had raised the stand­ 
ard of rebellion against Ifs rule. 
Scene of Great Massacre. 
In the Fifteenth century the count 
of 
Armagnac, 
grand 
constable 
of 
France, six bishops, several members 
of parliament, anil a number of wom­ 
en and children, were massacred there 
without mercy by the populace. 
Count Louis lie Berquln, a noble­ 
man from Picardy, was burned alive 
there by order of Francis I. 
Catherine 
de 
Medici 
had 
Count 
Montgomery put to death within the 
prison walls. 
Kavaillac, tin* assassin of Hents 
IV, was tortured and quartered in the 
yard, which now serves as a stable 
for the horses of the Parisian mount 
ed police. 
Damiens, 
who attempted to sis? 
Louis XV. and Cartouche, the famous 
highwayman, were*guests of the p ris 
on under the last of the Bourbons. 
Held Marie Antoinette. 
During the revolution 
more 
than 
1,200 prisoners were packed in th* 
building when the mob broke down 
the floors and massacred the majority 
of them. 
It later became known 
the "waiting room for the guillotine.’’ 
Marie 
Antoinette, 
Madame 
Eliza­ 
beth, the sister of Louis XVI. and 
Robespierre, awaited their trials In 
the Conciergerie. 
The aspect of the building Is for 
bidding, three high towers command 
lug the entire Island. 
In the largt sr 
tower Is found the “hall of tortures' 
so often described by writers.

calves grazing In the herds. Aside from 
these traits, together with the solidi 
color of the caribbu, there is little clif- ' 
ference between pure-blooded domesti­ 
cated reindeer and the caribou. 
It is believed that eventually the 
reindeer will* be taught to eat grain, j 
und thus become a better beast of bur­ 
den. 
In experiments, reindeer have 
been taught to eat oats, but they Mill 
demand moss roughage. 
It Is hoped 
gradually to accustom the animal to 
other forage until it will accept other 
roughage, and therefore be able to 
travel long distances. 
At present a 
reindeer Is good for only five days as a 
sled animal.

Early hatched chicks are b y far the 
most profitab le, whether grown to ma­ 
turity for laying or sold us poultry 
flesh, says the United States Depurt- 
fhent of Agriculture, and the following 
suggestions In regard to the successful 
raising and feeding of young chicks 
have b een found to b e practical. 
The b rooder house and stove heater 
which are used for caring for the 
chicks during the first few weeks of 
their lives must b e In working order 
b efore the chicks arrive. 
The most 
common style of b rooding Is the use 
of a stove b rooder in a colony house, 
keeping from 350 to 500 chicks in n 
ilock in each house and placing the 
houses ab out 150 feet apart on a good 
grass range. 
A house 10 b y 14 feet 
makes a suitab le colony house which 
can he readily moved If b uilt on run­ 
ners. (’hicks b rooded early in the sea­ 
son will do b etter in a large house, 
ab out 10 b y 2 0, partitioned so that 
one side Is used for a b rooder stove 
and the other for a cool exercising 
room. 
Wire netting should he placed 
in the corners of the b rooder house 
to prevent the chicks from huddling 
and crowding in the corners. 
Feed Chicks Sparingly. 
Thicks should not he fed for the 
first 36 to 48 hours, after which they 
should b e supplied regularly four or 
five times daily with easily digested 
feed which contains little waste mate­ 
rial. 
They should he fed sparingly 
until ab out the fifth day, when they 
can he put on full ration. 
An excel­ 
lent feed can he made of Infertile 
eggs taken from the incub ator, b oiled 
for 15 minutes, chopped, and mixed 
with a dry mash of equal parts of 
cracker meal, b ran and cornmenl, lin­ 
ing a sufficient amount of the grain 
to 
make a dry, crumb ly mixture. 
Dry 
rolled oats are excellent for chicks and 
can he used as one f ed; the other two 
or three feeds b eing the commercial 
grains. 
At two weeks of age the chicks can 
he given a dry mash In a hopper, con­ 
sisting of four parts, b y weight, of 
rolled oats, two parts b ran, two parts 
cornrneal, one part high-grade meat 
scrap, one part middlings and'one-half 
part 
dried 
b uttermilk. Commercial 
chick feed should he fed 
three times 
daily 
in addition to the 
dry mash. 
Milk 
is an excellent feed for chicks 
and should b e provided either as a 
liquid or in the dry form to secure the 
b est growth. 
Feed Coarse Grain. 
When the chicks are one month old, 
they should he fed a coarser or Inter­ 
mediate chick grain, and at ab out two 
months of age the scratch feed can he 
changed to equal parts of wheat and 
cracked corn, fed two or three times 
a day.

Early hatched chicks are by far the 
most profitable, whether grown to ma­ 
turity for laying or sold as poultry 
flesh, says the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, and the following 
suggestions in regard to the successful 
raising and feeding of young chicks 
have been found to be practical. 
The brooder house and stove heater 
which are used for caring for the 
chicks during the first few weeks of 
their lives must be In working order 
before the chicks arrive. 
The most 
common style of brooding Is the use 
of a stove brooder in a colony house, 
keeping from 350 to 500 chicks in a 
flock In each house and placing the 
houses about 150 feet apart on a good 
gross range. 
A house IO by 14 feet 
makes a suitable colony house which 
can be readily moved If built on run­ 
ners. (’hicks brooded early in the sen- 
son will do better In a large house, 
about X0 by 20, partitioned so that 
one side is used for a brooder stove 
and the other for a cool exercising 
room. 
Wire netting should be placed 
in the corners of the brooder house 
to prevent the chicks from huddling 
and crowding in the corners. 
Feed Chicks Sparingly. 
Thicks should not be fed for the 
first 36 to 48 hours, after which they 
should be supplied regularly four or 
five times daily with easily digested 
feed which contains little waste mate­ 
ria!. 
They should fie fed sparingly 
until about the fifth day, when they 
can be put on full ration. 
An exrol- 
lent feed can be made of infertile 
eggs taken from the Incubator, bolled 
for 15 minutes, chopped, and mixed 
with a dry mash of equal parts of 
cracker meal, bran and cornmeal, us­ 
ing a sufficient amount of the grain to 
make a dry, crumbly mixture. 
Dry 
rolled oats are excellent for chicks and 
can be used as one feed; the other two 
or three feeds being the commercial 
grains. 
At two weeks of age the chTcks eau 
lie given a dry mash In a hopper, con­ 
sisting of four parts, by weight, of 
rolled oats, two parts bran, two parts 
cornmeal, one part high-grade meat 
scrap, one part middlings and'one-half 
part 
dried 
buttermilk. 
Commercial 
chick feed should he fed three times 
dally In addition to the 
dry 
mash. 
Milk Is an excellent feed for chicks 
and should be provided either as a 
liquid or In the dry form to secure the 
best growth. 
Feed Coarse Grain. 
When the chicks are one month old, 
they should he fed a coarser or inter­ 
mediate chick grain, and at about two 
months of age the scratch feed can be 
changed to equal parts of wheat and 
cracked corn, fed two or three times 
a day.
